Latifa  Jbabdi 

Jbabdi  is  a well-known  Moroccan  human  rights  advocate.  She 
is  a founding  member  of  the  Moroccan  Association  for  Human 
Rights  (AMDH)  and  the  National  Observatory  of  Children's 
Rights  (ONDE).  In  1983,  she  founded  the  Feminine  Action 
Union,  a nongovernmental  organization  specifically  relating 
to  women  and  children.  She  was  the  coordinator  for  the 
National  Council  for  the  reform  of  the  personal  status  code 
which  was  enacted  as  the  Family  Law  of  2004.  She  has  also 
represented  Morocco  in  United  Nation's  organizations.  Jbabdi 
served  on  the  Equity  and  Reconciliation  Committee  (lER)  which 
investigated  human  rights  abuses  in  Morocco  from  1956  through 
^1999.  She  is  now  a member  of  the  Consultative  Council  on 
Human  Rights  (CCDH),  which  is  implementing  the 
recommendations  of  the  lER,  and  is  a permanent  consultant  to 
the  Rabat  Social  Development  Agency.

Skalli,  a pharmacist  by  training  and  the  former  president  of 
the  National  Trade  Union  Federation  of  Moroccan  Pharmacists, 
is  a member  of  the  board  of  the  socialist  party  (PPS),  a 
parliamentarian  and  the  first  female  head  of  a parliamentary 
caucus  group.  She  is  the  founder  and  an  executive  member  of 
several  associations  focusing  on  women,  e.g.,  the  Democratic 
Association  of  Moroccan  Women,  the  Listening  Center  for  Legal 
Assistance  to  Women,  Victims  of  Violence  and  the  Center  for 
Female  Leadership  (CLEF).  Skalli  has  actively  fought  for 
women's  rights  since  the  1970s.
